This  requirement 
applies  to  accidents  involving  ARNG  Technicians,  National  Guard  (IDT) (AT) (FTTD) 
(ADT) ,  and  State  Funded  ARNG  Enployees. 

c.  A  copy  of  the  cotpleted  DA  Form  285  mast  be  s^ofcmitted  with  line  of  duty  re- 
ports, claims  for  injuries,  etc.  through  the  normal  channels. 

d.  All  line  of  duty,  claims,  etc.  will  be  returned  to  sending  unit/organization 
if  DA  Form  285  is  not  included. 


702.   SAFE  TRANSPORT?^TION  OF  MATERIAL  USING  THE  M548  CARGO  CARRIER,   a.   The  M548 
Cargo  Carrier  is  designed  as  a  cargo  and  ammunition  support  carrier.  In  recent 
months  there  has  been  two  serious  accidents  involving  the  carrier  v^ile  trans- 
porting fuses  and  artillery  ammunition.  Investigation  of  the  accidents  indicate 
that  the  engine  access  plates  were  not  in  place  and  a  round  of  ammo  or  a  fuse 
slipped  into  the  engine  ccrrpartment  and  was  detonated  by  friction  or  heat. 

b.  In  order  to  avoid  recurrence  of  this  type  of  accident,  users  of  the  M548 
Carrier  are  cautioned  to  observe  the  following  procedures. 

1.  Note  the  Caution  Statement  Number  3  on  the  inside  of  IM  9-2350-247-10, 
Change  1  dated  Jul  77,  which  states  "Don't  drive  the  carrier  with  any  power 
plant  access  plate  cover  or  door  open  or  removed  unless  necessary  for  main- 
tenance purposes . " 

2.  Cargo  carrier  access  covers  are  listed  in  TM  9-2350-247-20P,  Fig.  102, 
Items  21,  25,  27  and  34.  Before  and  after  vehicle  Serial  Number  C3506 
should  be  noted.  Covers  are  in  stock. 

3.  The  Bulkhead  Protector,  NSN  2510-00-041-4907,  P/N  11647635,  furnished 
with  the  material  handling  kit  should  be  installed,  especially  when  carry- 
ing artillery  ammunition  and  fuses. 

4.  Page  2-64  of  TM  9-2350-247-10  provides  general  precautions  for  loading 
cargo  and  ammunition.  Page  2-66  also  provides  loading  charts.  These  charts 
and  precautions  must  be  followed, 

c.  The  two  accidents  resulted  in  the  loss  of  one  life,  serious  injury  of  one 
troop,  lesser  injuries  of  two  troops  and  total  destnaction  of  two  carriers.  If 
the  procedures  as  cited  in  Para  b  above  as  well  as  the  -10  TM  are  followed, 
accidents  of  this  type  will  not  reoccur. 

d.  A  caution  to  have  access  covers  in  place  and  the  use  of  the  bulkhead 
protector  when  hauling  ammo  will  be  added  in  the  next  change  to  TM  2350-247-10.
